In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Hild called the examiner for an impromptu interview, to clarify the 112 problem with respect to the first ion 
implantation step in claim 40. After several misunderstandings as to how the limitation of "a depth ranging from 250 
nm to 1500 nm from a top surface..." was intended to be interpreted, it was agreed that the intent of the phrasing was 
that the dopant implantation region started as measured from the top surface at a minimum of 250 nm, and ranged 
down to a depth of a maximum of 1500 nm, also as measured from the top surface. Applicant's representative 
expressed doubt that he could amend the claims to be any clearer & the examiner noted that if that were the case 
appropriate statements on the record could be acceptable, but she had not reviewed the issues in depth recently. 

Mr. Hild also noted that he thought the proper steps have been taken to remove Bendernagel et al. (6,800,518) 
as a prior art reference under 103(c), however the examiner noted that since there were new matter issues in the 
previous rejection, applicants could not derive benefit of the filing date until the new matter issue was removed.
